A Pioneering Educational Effort 

What Are We Doing for 
Our Exceptional Youth?

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Who ore our exceptional children — those physical 
handicapped and mentally retarded youngsters who, but a 
few short years ago, were innocently condemned to a world of 
their own, untrained, uneducated, and often unwanted except 
by their immediate families? 

What is being done to bring them further along the 
paths of training and learning so that they can join their 
peers in some measure of contribution to society and self. 

These questions and others are being answered in this area 
by the Special Education District of Lake County, a coopera- 
tive, pioneering educational effort sponsored by cooperating 
school districts, which, with state sanction, now offer a new 
world of opportunity for the handicapped child. 

Previous articles have outlined the operations of this spec- 
ial district, its training of the hard-of-hearing and the train- 
able Mentally Handicapped. 

In this article, The Antioch News traces the activities of 
the district's social worker as she performs her triple tasks of 

contact between child, parent and school.

"I found it while hunting and 
after reading the address I looked 
up the map and found that Antioch 
is situated on the shore line of the 
Great Lakes, and according to the 
air current distance it covered a 
distance of 1,200 miles!! Could it be 
possible? I found it in a swamp 
area, so it's doubtful thai it was 
hand-carried there! 

'To satisfy my curiosity when was 
th^ grand opening, and would appre- 
ciate knowing whether the air cur- 
rent could have carried this balloon 
as far as this state." 

Store officials here could think 
of no other explanation — the bal- 
loon's flight simply represented an- 
other victory over the elements in 
the tradition of the great Mr. Frank- 
lin.

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talk, and slower to respond to the 
environment around him. He fell a 
bit behind. 

But his parents understood. They 
had been prepared, and they had 
partially paved the way for Johnny 
and his slowness by transmitting 
their understanding to Johnny's rela- 
tives and friends. And in true under- 
standing, there is acceptance and as- 
sistance. And both are needed in 
full measure by the handicapped. 

So when it came time for Johnny 
to enter school, his parents, his 
friends, and in some respects, John- 
ny himself, were well prepared. 

If misfortune c<m have some de- 
gree of good fortune, Johnny is 
somewhat more fortunate than many 
handicapped youngsters. For their 
parents have failed to recognize the 
handicap ... or they have refused 
to acknowledge a handicap. Some 
parents may suffer a guilt complex 
and"shield the child from prying 
eyes." Others may not be aware of 
the avenues of public training avail- 
able, ahd can not afford, or are re- 



life.' 

' The social worker may hear of a 
handicapped child who is not going 
to school. She may be referred to a 
child who is falling behind in school. 
She may be contacted by a worried 
parent. No matter the source, this 
trained, dedicated social worker 
then goes to work. » 

The social worker makes the dist- 
rict her daily "beat" visiting homes, 
community agencies, clinics, hos- 
pitals, schools — seeking out all 
leads on handicapped children. 

Her trail may sometimes lead up 
a blind alley. For in some cases, she 
is requested to work with a young- 
ster who is having difficulty in 
school. The difficulty may stem from 
any of many sources — home en- 
vironment, physical and mental dis- 
turbances. Or it may be a truant 
caught in the throes of wanderlust 
or daydreaming. 

No matter the cause, the social 
worker studies, consults and con- 
tacts, and follows through to a 
solution.

Our neighbor to the* south, DuPage County, has long prided 
itself on being one of the "cleaner" counties in the metropolitan 
area concerning organized crime. Ana! not without reason. 

County officials have, by and large, been a dedicated lot and 
have been active in the suppression of gambling — bingo up through 
bookies — and vice. Latest action in DuPage was last week's round- 
up of what appears to be a ring engaged in prostitution. This was on 
the heels of an arrest earlier last week of several narcotic peddlers. 

This in itself, is a tribute to the alertness of law officials. What 
worries them, however, are indications that these illicit activities 
appear to be part of an organized drive to establish the more lucra- 
tive forms of vice and riarcotics peddling in peripheral areas of 
Chicago. 

The stakes are high. One West Coast gang was said by the 
Federal Bureau of Narcotics to have made each year a net of 
$50,000,000. In New York City alone the amount of narcotics sold 
illicity each year is estimated to be valued at $100,000,000* The 
problem has worsened since Communist China has- come to uffyze 
the narcotics trade as a form of national policy. 

Gambling, too, has its addicts. We have always maintained 
that "give us one nickel slot mochine in, an area where such de- 
vices are illegal, and the income from this one machine will bring 
in enough to keep us in diamonds without our ever having to turn 
an honest dollar in other endeavor." 

The stakes are high. 1 

Prostitution, traffic and narcotics and gambling, because of 
these high stakes, will always be with us in direct proportion to the 
population, the diligence (or its lack) of the citizenry and its law 
enforcement officials. 

And they can't exist for one moment without the patronage of 
the citizenry and connivance of officials.

This, is a tremendous undertaking for the special board and At is 
unlikely that they can come up with a solution that will satisfy everyone 
or even solve all the problems facing the county, but we* hope that -the 
county board will do more than discuss the report :if there is any chance 
of eliminating some of these county problems. . ■ '/ 

Reports from Springfield Indicate that realignment of Congressional 
Districts In Illinois may get lost in the legislative fast shuffle which has 
characterized the present session of the Illinois General Assembly. 

The House committee on re-apportionment is well-larded with Demo- 
cratic-machine members who are Daley-bound to save as many Demo- 
cratic candidates as possible at the expense of Republican Congressmen. 
"** Of course, some action will have to be taken, but it looks as though 
the state will be realigned on partisan politics lines rather than on true 
representative lines. This probably means that Lake County will con- 
tinue to be a big tall on the dog for some district. 

There Js always the chance that the legislators will battle it out so 
long that instead of electing Congressmen to represent particular dist- 
ricts in the state we will have 24 Congressmen- At-Large, a frightening 
prospect since it could meah^ scores of candidates on a state-wide ballot. 

It's even possible to wind up with all of the Congressmen coming 
from one part of the state giving us even more lopsided representation 
than we already have. 

It will take real statesmanship and leadership on the part of Gov. 
Kerner to evolve an equitable redisricting. 

Scores of political futures are involved in the action of the legislature 
since some potential candidates for Congress from Lake County are anxious 
to start their campaigns, but don't want to waste the time and energy if 
it appears that Lake County will not be the dominate part of its district. 

While bingo bills, crime commission bills, and the fight to -change 
some of the Revenue Article are copping the big headlines State Rep. 
Robert Coulson, of Waukegan, is engaged in one of the more exciting 
activities of the session. 

* Rep. Coulson is on a special committee studying every suggestion 
proposed to cut the cost of state government. There are numerous crack- 
pot ideas proposed each session, but out of the welter of ideas are emerg- 
ing some with real merit and a possibility of saving considerable money. 

Some of the ideas recommend the elimination of entire bureaus or 
departments, a suggestion regarded as subversive by many of the en- 
trenched payrollers whose jobs are jeopardized by any insane ideas that 
the size of government should be reduced, but out of the agony of some 
of these may come real savings and financial salvation for the state. 



Combined Appeal or Single Fund Drive 

The question of whether or not to consolidate all charity ap- 
peals in one united effort here was presented in the March 2 issue 
of The Antioch News. 

The question, which seems to reach optimum discussion dur- 
ing the rash of fund drives and appeals which start shortly after the 
first of the year and continue into spring, -is basically one of whether 
the donor would prefer to contribute 'through a combined appeal, 
or to independent campaigns conducted for individual charitable 
organizations. ^^ 

There are sound pros and cons for both methods. 

Under a combined appeal, the donor gives an amount to cover 
alt contributions, and can, if so desired, designate specified amounts 
to individual charities. 

Under the second method, independent campaigns are con- 
ducted by individual charities with the results depending on the 
campaign and zeal of workers.

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Perhaps you've read newspaper 
accounts of unusual Republican- 
Democratic bitterness on the cur- 
rent Springfield scene. Unfortunate- 
ly, there is much truth to these re- 
ports. In House debates there has 
been more shouting at one another 
than is usually heard. 

But that is only part of the pic- 
ture. 

Among members of the legisla- 
ture a friendship and feeling of com- 
radeship develops that is also a part 
oL state government, and a part of 
government that the public i generally 
does not see ahd understand. 

Two men may vigorously debate 
with each other over a measure and 
then go out and have dinner to- 
gether. This does not mean that the 
debate was staged. It does mean that 
in Springfield (as in Washington) 
one of the things you learn quickly 
is that you have to get along with 
people with whom you disagree. 
Life would be unbearable hating 
people who disagreed with you, be- 
cause sooner or later almost every- 
one disagrees with you on some 
measure. 

Last week — a day after I became 
the father of a baby daughter — I 
wanted to leave Springfield for the 
evening to make a quick trip to 
Highland, 111., to visit my wife at 
the hospital there. I had promised 
to speak that evening at a dinner 
meeting at a hotel in Springfield. 
Rep. Frances Dawson of Evanston 
graciously agreed to substitute for 
me, although she and I belong to dif- 
ferent political parties and frequent- 
ly vote in opposition to each other. 
This working relationship between 
people of opposing political parties 
is common. 

Last year my car broke down in 
Pontiac while driving from a Chi- 
cago meeting to a Springfield meet- 
ing. I was to be the main speaker at 
a banquet in Springfield and was 
running on a tight time schedule. 

Senator William Harris of Pon- 
tiac, not of my political party, lives 
in Pontiac and I called on him for 
help. He loaned me his car, offered 
to put me up for the night, and in 
general went out of his way to be 
agreeable. Part of this is jjust Bill 
Harris's friendly nature, but part of 
this is the feeling of friendship that 
grows among members of the legis- 
lature, a bond that non-members 
rarely understand. 

This becomes important to govern- 
ment because it means that men and 
women who disagree can sit down 
after a debate, discuss their disagree- 
ments with relative calm — frequent- 
ly come up with a compromise satis- 



factory to both. 

Important legislation rarely pass- 
es the way it is introduced. The 
changes make passage of the mea- 
sures possible. 

These changes — or compromises 
— are not an immoral compromise 
of conviction, but a willingness to 
"take half a loaf rather than a whole 
loaf." 

Bitter enemies have a hard time 
compromising. Friends can. 

This working, friendly relation- 
ship among people who disagree is 
an important part of your state gov- 
ernment.

The State Senate 
and the House of "Representatives, 
the legislative branch of your state 
government, are also located in this 
building; Indeed, it is possible that 
you will see and -meet each of the 
elected officers while you are in the 
"State House": / 

Be sure to make your presence 
known to your senator ..and repre- 
sentatives. We will be pleased to see 
you and to explain the legislative 
processes underway. You will hear 
debates on pending legislation and, 
as you look and listen, "bills" will 
be passed. We will present you to 
the senate and house officials. Some- 
times, we are able to present you to 
the entire, assemblage. This is a 
memorable occasion.. 

Sharing the same grounds as the 
"State House" (as the capitol build- 
ing is best known) are the centen- 
nial building and the Archives 
Building. The former was erected 
to mark the 100th, anniversary of 
Illinois' admission as the 21st state 
in the union. The State Library, the 
Illinois Historical Library, the State 
Museum and the impressive "Hall 
of Flags", are located in the Centen- 
nial Building. 

The executive mansion is within 
walking distance. This is the home 
of Governor and Mrs. Kerner and 
the home of Illinois governors since 
1856.. Thousands of Illlnoisans pour 
through the doors of the executive 
mansion each year. It may be that 
your Representatives or Senator 
can arrange a tour of the mansion 
for you. 

So, if you are in Springfield on 
Tuesday, the buildings and offices 
listed above should be on your itin- 
erary. Wednesday is the. day to visit 
Lincoln's Home, Lincoln's Tomb, 
and the village of New Salem. 

Just three blocks from the Gover- 
nor's Mansion stands Lincoln's 
home. Here in the heart of Spring- 
field is the place where Lincoln 
lived as an Illinois Lawyer, a mem- 
ber of the General Assembly, and 
an unsuccessful candidate for the 
United States Senate. From this 
home, he went to Washington as 
President of the United States.. The 
residence is almost exactly as it was 
when the Lincoln family used it. 
Much of the original furniture oc- 
cupies the place it did in those days. 

North from the "State House" is 
Oak Ridge Cemetery, where Lin- 
coln's Tomb marks the historic rest- 
ing place of Illinois' greatest citi- 
zen. The cemetery covers many 
acres of natural scenery and lends 
beauty to the majesty of the great 
monument which draws .freedom 




lovers from all over the world. A 
visit here will bring new under- 
standing of and appreciation for that 
earlier "Illinois legislator whose 
place in world history is unequalled 
by any other, Amerlcah.}\ 

About 20 miles from ;8pringfleld 
is New Salem. The village has been 
restored to the same condition as 
when Lincoln, In hia youthful *s/ fl 
lived here It ia most Important that 
one walk these street* where 
coin walked, worked aa 
law aludenV surveyor 
state representative. This settle- 
ment of log houses, log store* and 
other log buildings, on the banks 
of the Sangamon River, unfolds 
vividly the "life drama" of "Abe 
Lincoln of Illinois".

Exceptional Children 

(continued from page 1) 

Many of the difficulties manifest- 
ed in the slow progress of a young- 
ster stem from various factors, some 
of which may result from areas of 
a child's life other than school. What 
is the total picture? What is the 
home environment, family situation, 
parental attitudes? 

Who should investigate and initi- 
ate rehabilitation? 

Should it be the classroom teach- 
er, the principal, the school supefk. 
intendent? Are they trained for this 
job? Do they have time for such 
extra duties? 

Are we seeking the complete pic- 
ture of the child so that remedial 
and constructive action may be 
taken? 

The social worker — skilled and 
experienced — is the obvious per-* 
son for the task. To this social work- 
er goes the task of building the con- 
tact and then, if you will, gather- 
ing together the facts on which to 
build a dossier on the child, upon 
which the district's trained person- 
nel may build a constructive fu- 
ture. 

A teacher may need counseling on 
a child. A parent, long on love and 
understanding, but unaware of the 
professional guidance needed for the 
child, is advised of necessary pro- 
cedures. All come within the realm 
of the social worker. 

This social worker spends no set 
time with a child. Her efforts are 
attuned to needs. Some children are. 
seen at regular intervals, others oc- 
casionally. Still others may require 
but a complete work-up to include 
medical and social history. 

Qualified social workers up to the 
standards of Lake County's special 
program are scarce.,, according to L. 
V. Vuillemot, director, who tags it 
"a task suited only to the trained 
and dedicated." 

The district's social worker is 
Mrs. Mary Connley, headquartered 
in North Chicago District 64. 

Mrs. Connley is an "ojd pro" 
among professionals in the field of 
social work. Her experience includes 
work with the Cook County Bureau 
of Public Welfare, Catholic Chari- 
ties in Pittsburgh, Pa., Chicago 
Chapter, Red Cross in charge of 
area office, and North Chicago pub- 
lic schools. 

She received basic social work 
training at Clark College and the 
Loyola University School of Social 
-Work. 

In disclosing the operations of 
Lake County's pioneering education- 
al district, Director Vuillemot urged 
all interested in handicapped and re- 
tarded children to contact: Special 
Education District of Lake County, 

Highland School, Libertyville, III.

Work of the special district in 
training & educating the multipally 
and physically handicapped child 
will be told in next week's News.

3 —- If you are trapped in your 
home without hope of rescue and 
must wade or swim, to safety in 
swift water, tie your family together, 
with rope at intervals of several 
feet before starting out Wear shoes 
If the water Is shallow enough to 
wade; If you must swim, remove 
shoes and excess clothing, When you 
get into the water, look for planks, 
boxes, or other floating objects that 
will help support your weight In 
swift water especially, stay with 
these improvised rafts until they 
reach a slack area where you can 
safely wade or swim to high ground. 

3 — If your home Is threatened by 
a flood that :1s. coming up slowly, 
move all household goods to high 
ground or to an upper floor or at- 
tic. - mmx; m^% ,■■;■■> 

4 — If dishes, bedding: and furni- 
ture are to be moved out of house, 
pack them' well ind write your name 
and address on the carton or back 
of furniture with crayon. Tags may 
be lost. 

5 — Collect food and other items 
from refrigerator and kitchen cabi- 
nets in baskets. Put rubber bands 
around cans so that labels won't 
wash away. 

6 — Remove electric motors to all 
appliances if they can't be moved. If 
time permits, remove oil and gas 
burners from stoves, furnaces, and 
stokers. Plus: up outlets so that silt 
can't enters Turn off burner under 
Water heater. (If appliances can't be 
removed in time to prevent flooding, 
they should be reconditioned before 
being used again.) 

7 — When evacuating your home, 
pull the mai n electric switch. , 

8 — Seek a safe place of refuge 
for your family in the nearest dis- 
aster Red Cross shelter or with 
friends or relatives. 

9 — If you are. driving in a flood 
area and your car is stalled by ris- 
ing waters, leave it immediately and 
Wade back to high ground. Don't 
permit members of your family or 
friends to stay with the car while 
you go for help. They couldn't save 
it if it started to wash off the road, 
and they might be signing their own 
death Warrants by staying in the 
rising waters. J 

10 — If you' should be trapped in 
a car suddenly submerged by a 
bridge or road washout and are con- 
scious enough to help yourself, your 
first and biggest job will be to fight 
against panic during the brief period, 
while the car is filling with water. 
If you are a good swimmer or un- 
derstand breath control, you should 
be able, by keeping your head, to 
get out of a submerged vehicle 
either by opening a window or door. 
The doors will open more readily 
after the water has almost filled the 
vehicle. You can hasten the filling 
of the car by opening a window. If 
the doors are jammed, or if the car 
is on its side, your escape will have 
to be through a window. 

Tornado Tips 

1 — The safest place is a storm 
cellar, a cave, or underground ex- 
cavation with an air inlet. Other- 
wise: 

2 — In open country — If in an 
auto, you may be able to outrun a 
tornado by moving at right angles to 
its path (tornados move in a general 
south west-to - northeast direction.) 
If there is no time to escape, lie flat 
in the nearest ground depression. 

3 — In city or town — Get off the 
streets, preferably into a steel or 
otherwise reinforced building. Do 
not approach windows! 

4 — In Homes — The southwest 
corner of the basement usually of- 
fers greater safety in frame houses. 
Open north and east windows to 
equalize pressure. If time permits, 
turn off electrical and fuel lines. If 



there is -no basement, Jle )■ down In 
the nearest d itch or other depression. 

5 — In strongly constructed schools 
and dther buildings i MSaek .shelter; 
in basement or stand against itiflde 
wall on lower > floor. ! Stay out of 
gyms or auditoriums with large, un- 
supported roofs.

receipt of tornado alert, post look* 
out to warn of storm's approach. 
Shut off electricity and fuel 'lines.] 
Move workers to sections of build- 
ings offering greatest protection. ,

' I — Collect combustible; rubbish 
such as oily rags only in covered 
metal containers. Remove regularly. 1 

2 — Be sure discarded matches 
and cigarettes are out! Never smoke 
In bed. *Jse safety matches. Keep 
them out of reach of children.!!! 

3 — Keep chimneys and furnaces 
clean and in good repair. Protect all 
nearby combustible surfaces. 

4 — Use a fire-retardant roofing 
material. 

5— Electrical equipment and 
wiring should %e properly 'installed 
and frequently! inspected. Replace 
worn wiring and extension cords. , 

v8 — Handle gasoline, kerosene, 
and similar flammable liquids with 
care. Never bring gasoline into the 
house.
